Warrant is required for murder scene 


High court gives 
unsigned opinion

WASmNGTON - TJie Supreme 
Court ruled Monday that police 
cannot conduct an extensive 
scorch of a murder scene without 
first obtaining a warrant. The 
unsigned opinion in the case of a 
West Virginia minhter who blud- 
geoned his wife to death rein- 
fbreed a 1978 decision' atid- 
reversed a lower court’s ruling 
that the scene of a homicide is 
exempt from the constitutional 
prohibition on warrantless 
scorches. 

Jame.s M. Flippo had called 
police in the early morning of 
April 30, 1996, clolming a masked 
Hinin had barged into □ cabin he 
and his wife. Cheryl, were rent- 
ing at Babcock State Park in 
Fayette County. Flippo, tlicn pns* 
lor at the Chu^t of God in Niiro, 
fojd police the man cut him with 
a knife and knocked him uncon- 
• .scious, and that when he awoke 
' he found his wife beaten to 
death. 

^ i*Policc arrived and immediately 
.'6'<;gan seardting the cabin and 
, collecting evidence. Opening a 
"bncfcasc, officers found an unve- 
' |6pc containing photograplus of a 
man who appeared to be taking 
.off his jeans. It turned out that 
. fhc man was a friend of Flippo 
. arid a member of his congrega- 
’ lion. 

..'Prosecutors charged Flippo 
' vath his wife’s murder, introdue- 
‘.ingthc photos at trial as evidence 
that he was having an intimate 
' 'relationship with the man and 
' orbing that he killed hLs wife in 
pan bKause she was angry about 
the relationship.* 


During the trial, it also 
emerged that shortly before his 
wife's death, Flippo had taken 
out a 5100,000 life insurance poli- 
cy on her, naming himself as the 
Iwncfidary. Flippo was convicted 
of murder and sentenced to life 
in prison without parole. The 
West Virginia Supreme Court of 
Appeals rejected his appeal. 

But Monday the U.S. Supreme 
Court reversed, reaffirming its 


decision in the 1978 case Minccy 
V. Arizona that warrantless 
searches are not allowed simply 
because a homicide has 
occurred. 

The niling was released as a 
"per curiam” opinion with no 
recorded vote - a method the jiLs- 
tices iLsc when they con.sidcr the 
law fairly settled and see no need 
to hold oral arguments or engage 
in lengthy discussion. 
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JFIippo tried to keep the photos 
of his 19 97 trial, contending 
t'hat police needed a warrant* 
’ before going througlt his belong- 
■ jrilgs. Tlie trial judge denied his 
'objection, declaring an exception 
fo thc warrant requirement for 
homicide scenes.

1710 intention is to broaden the 
agricultural base for farmers 
whose crop prices have dropped 
In the past few years, county 
Commissioner Dennis Crane said. 
Such fanners would be able to 
, set a.sido land for corn silage or 
barley, for example, that could be 


sold to livestock operations, 

Tile county commissioners, nvo 
of whom are farmers, approved 
addition.s to a livestock ordinance 
that establishes an overlay zone 
on prime agricultural ground, on 
which livestock operations can 
locate, 

"I tliink Uuj dairy community is 
a continuation of agriculture," 
commission Chairman Paul 
Chri.stcnsen said at Monday’s 
' public hearing on the livestock 
ordinance. "Most of the input 
we’ve received is that farmers 
would like an alteniative plan to 
see their crops." 

The ordinance regulates the 
-siting of livestock operations and 
sets guidelines on how large 
existing ojK-rniions may become. 

It also establishes an overlay zone 
-rfor thetrlocnrion . 

A count of hands Monday, 
showed most of those attending 
supported the ordinance. Many 
were members of Ag Alliunco, a ^ 
partnership of local farmers and 
businessmen that helped create 
tile ul'erlay zone.

began growing silage cum for the 
first time liLst yx'ar, producing 35 
to 40 tons per acre per year. 

"I think it’s going to create a

California fire victims join forces to rebuild 


BELLA VISTA. Calif. (AP) - 
Ri^dents of rural Shasta County 
hamlets tliat lost dozeas of homes 
to a weekend wildfire say they 
will rebuild - even if iliey have to 
resort to old-fashioned bam rais- 
ings to do it. 

In unincorporated Jones" 
Valley, people have offered to 
help the community rebuild, 
including pounding the nails 
themselves if needed, fire Capt. 
Jan Gros.s said Monday. 

"We've already liad donations: 
cash, checks and cookies." Ms. 
Gross said. 

Jones Valley’s 15-mcmber vol- 
unteer fire department was the 
first to respond to the wildfire 
that started at about 4 a.m. 
Saturday and swept across 25,900 
acres in Shasta County, destroy- 
ing 70 to 90 homes and alwut 200 
otiicr structures. 

Tlie fire depanmeni is also the 
first place many residents are 
going for information and moral 
support. That comes as no sur- 
pri.se to Ms. Cross. After all. the 
community’s residents built the 
place. 

"The bridge club meets here, 
the poker club meets here. 
Everyone has keys to the place 
and can come in when they need 
anj-thing." says Ms. Gross, whose 
department gets about S8.000 a 
year to protect more than 300 
homes. Mud) of her budget comes 
from donatioas. 

Ms. Gross said slie didn’t think 
the wildfire wiped out her trea- 
sury, but she hasn't had time to

IDAHO FALLS (AP) - A sci- 
ence and rc.search foundation is 
testing food grown near the 
Idaho National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory to 
en.sure it is not contaminated by 
radionuclides from the lab. 

The Environmental Science 
and Research Foundation col- 
lects samples of milk, wheat, 
potatoes, and lettuce grown 
near the lab, as well ns sheep 
that graze on the lab’s grounds. 
The samples arc then tested for 
manmade radionuclides, such 
as strontium-90. 

Some radionuclides exi^it nai- 
-urally in tho environment, while—' 
manmade radionuclides are pre- 
sent in the environment world- 
wide as a result of above-ground" 
nuclear weapons testing. 

If manmade radionuclides 
tvere found in food samples.' 
they would be compared to sam- 
ples from other locations to see 
if the Idaho National 
Engineering and Laboratory 
samples contain higlier concen- 


trations of rndioniiclidcs. 

"Foundation resiili.s show no 
direct evidence of INEEUrelaled 
radionuclides on or in Idaho fann 
products,” Environmental 
Surveillance Program Manager 
Roy Evans siiid. "When compar- 
ing radionuclide concentrations 
in samples taken near tlie INEEI. 
boundary and distant from the 
INEEL, we find no siaiisiically 
signifiatni difference.s." 

Evans .said that if nidiomidides 
found in ftxxl were from the lab. 
ra.seardiers would exi»eci siimples 
taken do.ser to tiie site to have 
higlier concentrations than those 
-collided furthtx- away and out of 
wind patterns blowing from the 
lab. 

"“The human-made radiunti- ’ 
dides found in ftxid s;imples from 
.southeast Idaho are similar to lev- 
els present in these same food 
prcxiticLs worldwide as a result of 
historic nudenr weupoas testing 
and fallout from the 1986 
Chernobyl nuclear accident.’'

South took East's heart Jack 
with his king and ran his dub nine 
foga losing finesse. E^t returned 
his heart nine, which South 
ducked, but West overtook to 
dear the suiL With only eight top 
tricks. South had to try the spade 
finesse. This lost as well, and the 
■'defenders won five tricks for one 
dowi^ 

South's line of play wduld'win 
the vole of the vast majority of 
players. After all, if the dub suit 
runs. South will have nine top 
tricks with various chances for 
ovcrtricks. 

How wi)uld a careful pessimist 
pby the gome? He would antici- 
pate trouble if hearts arc S-3 and 
both black kings arc badly pbccd. 
Rejecting possible ovcrtricks and 
neutralizing the main threat, he 
leads a low spade at trick two. If 
West wins and leads hearts. South 
will hold up once and then safely 
finesse in dubs. The finesse loses, 
but the game Is safe even if Elast 
has a fourth hcarL 

Suppose West makes a cagey 
duck of his spade king. Dummy’s 
queen wins, and South-leads-Uie - 
dub 10 from dummy. If East also 
makes a cagey duck. South con- 
tinues with another low dub from 
dummy, and he rinches his nine 
winners.
